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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 24, 25, 27 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hanson (568571 1) in view of Voudouris (5913680). Hanson shows a device body 36, Figs. 8- 
10, pivot member 64, shutter member having a pivot portion 58, a slot closure portion 56 and an 
attitude control spring 54. Hanson shows locating the attitude control spring 54 at the end of the 
shutter member 56 that is closest to the pivot portion, however, does not show locating the 
attitude control spring at the end portion further from the pivot portion. Voudouris teaches a 
shutter 30 that pivots about end 30A, Fig. 2B, and has an attitude control spring 36 located at the 
end further from the pivot portion. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify Hanson to include locating the attitude control spring as shown by Voudouris in order to 
make use of art known locations for similar elements to best contain the archwire. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 25 is objected to because after "slot" in line 4, the claim continues on the next page 
repeating text. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 26, 28 and 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed February 21, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's remarks are held to be moot in view of the newly applied rejections 
and indication of allowable subject matter above.
